Preface 


Loye L. Lauder was an enthusiastic and truly “amateur” collector in the classic sense 
of one who pursues an interest out of love for the subject matter. 

In only eight years she nearly accomplished her goal of obtaining an example of 
every Colonial and early U.S. copper coin listed in the Red Book. Had she not died at 
the age of 53 she would surely have gone on to complete the collection. From the 
notes she left it is evident that she was pursuing a number of specific pieces, a 
strawberry leaf cent, for example, and was by then intent upon upgrading varieties 
already obtained. 

As it was she did track down four of the actual Red Book plate coins. One piece, the 
Bermuda Sommer Islands “Hog” Threepence, may well be the last specimen of its type 
to come on the market in the foreseeable future. The only other two specimens which 
are definitely known to exist are in collections on the island of Bermuda. The former 
Carnegie Museum coin, sold by Spink & Son last March, is now in the permanent 
collection of the Bank of Bermuda, where it may be viewed publicly on the mezzanine 
floor of the Bank’s Head Office in Hamilton. The other piece, until March the Bank’s 
display coin, is part of the E. Rodovan Bell Collection. 

The Lauder coins are rare and evocative artifacts from the period in which the 
United States was born. We are pleased to offer this collection to a new generation of 
collectors. 

In closing, we would like to express our gratitude to C. Douglas Smith, who 
contributed his experience and perspective to the cataloguing of the large cents.

The numbers of known proof, specimen, or pre¬ 
sentation pieces produced during this period fall in 
the range of five to ten. 

This is therefore a most rare set and is numismatical- 
ly of great significance.
